There were 134 delegates to be elected, 
thirty-six for the state at large and ninety- 
eight from the several representative dis- 
tricts, 

The convention was called by the legisla- 
ture at its last session, and the call was 
approved and indorsed by the democratic 
party with the purpose of pressing a suf- 
frage qualification that would disfranchise 
the negro. 

The populists combined with the republi- 
cans in opposition to the convention on 
the ground that the legislature had no 
right to restrict it and prohibit it from 
touching certain matters. A joint populist- 
republican ticket for delegates at large was 
nominated, composed equally of members 
of the two parties. Nearly all the white 
republicans, however, either combined with 
the democrats or supported the democratic 
candidates for delegates in order to get 
rid of the negroes as voters. 

The election, which was held under the 
new Austratian ballot law, passed off with- 
Out excitement, and avery light vote was 
polled in New Orleans. Not over 40 per 
cent of the white vote and 10 per cent of 
the negro vote was polled. The proposition 
to call the convention carries the city by 
a majority of 16,000 and the democratic 
candidates at large by 15,000 in the several 
election districts. The democrats were 
successful over the republicans and inde- 
pendents by large majorities in every elec- 
tion district but two, the first and the 
fifteenth, leaving the result in doubt. The 
same lukewarmness was shown through- 
out the state, and the same small vote cast. 
The republicans made no fight, but the 
populists in north Louisiana did slightly 
better. The convention has carrted the state 
by a majority of 35,000 and the democratic 
ticket at large is elected by 40,000. The 
indications are that the convent’on will 
cousist of 110 democrats, ten populists, six 
independents, five sugar republicans, who 
will vote with the democrats for an educa- 
tional qualification to disfranchise the ne- 
gro, and three regular republicans. There 
will be no negro in the convention. 

The democratic majority will allow that 
party to carry out its plan to disfranchise 
the negro. It will also make most of the 
offices elective instead of appointive as 
they are now; change the judiciary system 
and separate local and municipal from state 
elections and make a few new changes in 
the organic law of the state. The consti- 
tutional convention called by the election 
today meets In New Orleans February 8th, 
and must complete its work in sixty days. 
The constitution framed by it will go into 
effect immediately and without being sub- 
mitted to the popular vote for approval or 


disproval.

Two Hundred and-Fiy Indian 
Massacreing the Whites, 


ARMED BANDS ARE ORGANIZING 


Red Men Slat Out To Mvenge Death of 
Two of Thele Tribe. 


WOMEN AND CHILOREW ARE FLEEING 


Companies Are Forming To Be Sent 
to Earlsboro, a Town Upon Which 
the Indians Are Advancing 
and Which They Will 
| Burn, 


Kansas City, Mo., January 11.—General 
alarm exists throughout the southwest to- 
night owing to the persistent rumors of 
a Seminole Indian outbreak which have 
poured in from various parts of the coun- 
try since nightfall. 

The stories vary {fom the threatening 
war dances to massacres in which @ score 
or more of settlers are said to have lost 
their lives, and {t is not probable the real 
state of affairs will be known until to- 
morrow. 

Since the burning of the two Indian 
murderers near Maud, Okla., last Friday, 
the Seminole have become greatly ex- 
cited and trouble has been feared for sev- 
eral days. 

Specials from the various stations of the 
Indian county follow. 

They Will Burn Earlboro. 

Dallas, Tex., January 11—A special to 
The News from Shawnee, O. T., says the 
report has just reached there that 250 Sem- 
inole Indians are on their way to Earls- 
boro, burning and killing as they go, wan*- 
ing revenge for the burning of the two In- 
dians a few days ago, renort of which has 
already been given. 

The sheriff and a party of men are on 
their way to protect the Earlsboro people. 

A special to The News from Oklahoma, 
O. T., says there is an uprising in the 
Seminole nation and 100 armed Indiags have 
killed twenty-five citizens in Pottawatomie 
county, this territory. 

The Indians are seeking to avenge the 
recent burning of Lincon ‘McGeisey and 
Palmer Simpson, two Indians of the Sem- 
inole tribe, who were accused of murdering 
Mrs. Leard, of Maud postoffice. 

A special train load of armed citizens has 
gone to Earlsboro, ten miles from Maud, 
and excitement is higher than ever before 
known fn the Indian Territory. 

The Whites Are Arming. 

South McAlester, I. T., January 11.—A 
telegram received here at 6:40 o’clock this 
evening by the train dispatcher of the 
Choctaw, Gulf and Oklahoma, reports a 
band of 150 Seminole Indians on the war- 
path, leaving behind it a tratil of blood. 

A telegram was sent by the railroad sta- 
tion agent at Earlsboro. The brief informa- 
tion conveyed was that the Seminoles were 
avenging the work of the mob of white men 
who burned two Seminole Indians at Blake 
on Friday last and that the infuriated Sem- 
inoles had already massacred twenty-five 
men, women and children. 

The station agent gave the additional in- 
formation that the band started from a 
point six mis south of Earlsboro with the 
avowed intention of setting fire to Tecum- 
seh and killing all they met, that the 
Indians were reported to have changed 
their course and were at the time of the 
sending of the message headed toward 
Earlsboro. 

The receipt of this startling information 
has created intense excitement im South 
McAlester. Federal Judges Townsend and 
Springer, who are in the city, are anxious- 
ly awaiting further news. 

Scores of people here who have relatives 
and friends at Earlsboro and other points 
in that section are besieging the telegraph 
office for news, but the agent has either 
left the Earisboro station to gather further 
information or perhaps was slain or driven 
to seek refuge. 

If the Earisboro office cannot be reached 
soon by wire, a train will be dispatched 
from here at midnight bound for the scene 
of the reported massacre, under orders from 
Judge Springer and having on board alt 
the available deputy marshals under com- 
mand of Captain Brady, while the secre- 
tary of war will be wired to order troops 
from Fort Rono. wai 

The general officers of the Choctaw, Okla- 
homa and Gulf railroad have ordered out 
a special train from Shawnee, bearing vol- 
unteers armed with winchesters to inter- 
cept the Indians at Earlsboro and prevent 
further, bloodshed. 

Rescuing Women and Children. 

Wichita, Kas., January 11.—A special to 
The Eagle from Shawnee, O. T., says: The 
train from the east tonight Drought to this 
city a car containing every woman and 
child at Earlsboro. The passengers confirm 
previous reports and say a pitched battle 
between the Indians and settlers took place 
this afternoon near Maud postoffice, re- 
sulting in the wiping out of several families.

RESIGHATION IS A GREAT SURPRISE 


Dr. Ficyd W. McRae Has Been on the 
Boar- of Health Six Years—He 
Is Not Able To Devote 
Enough Time to the 
Board, 


Dr. Floyd W. McRae will resign from the 
board of health this month, and though 
there will be considerable pressure brought 
to bear upon him by his co-workers, it is 
understood that his decision will be final. 
Dr. McRae, who is one of the foremost 
physicians of the south, despite his small 
credit of years, has been easily one of the 
leading members of the board and has 
helped give that body the etamina and 
splendid standing it possesses. 

His resignation is not the resukt of tm- 
pulse. It is known that last spring he was 
prepared with his resignation, but withheld 
it at the request of Mayor Collier. 

Later in the year Dr. McRae found that 
his personal work kept him so closely ¥e- 
cupted that he could not give to the buai- 
ness of the board that attention he believed 
its important duties justified. It was at 
this time, during the summer, that Atlanta 
was exposed to a multitude of fleeing, 
frigmtenmed refugees from the fever-infect- 
ed districts of New Orleans and, Alabam+1. 
Dr. McRae refused to pres# his renewed 
resignation in the face of the new turn of 
affairs and devoted his attention to putting 
safeguards about the city and the health of 
its citizens. It was when this work was 
just finished that Dr. McRae, hik system 
run down by the stress of constant labor 
and worry, experienced a severe attack of 
fever. 

While Dr. McRae refuses to discuss the 
matter, it is known positively that his resig- 
nation will soon be prepared and that it 
will be in the hands of Mayor Collier before 
the end of this month, perhaps sometime 
this week.

Berlin, Md., January 11.—(Spectal.)—The 
body of Moses P. Handy arrived here this 
afternoon at 12:30 o’clock by way of the 
Pennsylvania railroad from Washington, 
Baltimore and Wilmington, and was met 
et the station and immediately conveyed to 
Buckingham cemetery for interment. Rev. 
Arthur Dougal, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church here, of which Major Handy’s fath- 
er was formerly pastor, had charge of the 
burial services, which were held at the 
grave. The pallbearers were Corlon A. 
Marshall, Robert J. Showell, Edward S. 
Furbush, David J. Adkins, Henry T. Bell 
and Sidney A. Bowen. The funeral was 
private, being attended only by the rela- 
tives of the deceased, but all slong the 
route there were gatherings of friends at 
all the stations to demonstraite the admira- 
tion and respect in which the deceased was 
held. In the funeral party which arrived 
_today were the widow, Mrs. M. P. ilandy, 
and son, William M. Handy, associate edi- 
‘tor of The Chicago Times-Herald; Egbert 
G. Handy, a brother of the deceased, presi- 
‘dent of the Continental Publishing Compa- 
‘my, of New York, and P. A. G. Handy, 
“who is connected with the United States 
mint at Washington. 

Major Handy was very fond of visiting 
here, always expressing the tenderest recol- 
lections for the old friends and scenes of 
his boyhood,often expressing himself as hav- 
ing spent some of the pleasantest hours of 
his life here. He felt great attachment 
because his mother, whom he loved very 
fondly, passed her early days here at the 
place of her birth. Since boyhood he has 
visited this town a number of times and 
was held in the greatest respect and es- 
teem for the deep sterling qualities and 
eraceful tact which characterized him on 
all occasions. 

7 His Last Visit Home. 

His last visit was six months ago, when 
he attended the funeral of his son, Moses 
P. Handy, Jr., who was also buried in 
. Buckingham cemetery. Major Handy’s 
mother’s maiden name was Sarah Jane 
Riselle Purnell, daughter of Moses Purnell, 
and sister of Colonel William Henry Pur- 
nell, president of New Windsor. college. 
Her family were descendants, of the old 
settlers in this country. His ancestors set- 
tle@d here in 140 and he has hundreds of 
relatives in this section. Major Handy 
wished that he should be buried in the 
eastern shore, where so many of his kin 
folks sleep. Relative to the death of Major 
Handy the account of the pastorate of 
his father,* Rev. Isaac W. K. Handy, will 
undoubtedly be interesting. He was a 
Presbyterian minister, and after his gradu- 
ation from the Union Theological seminary 
began preaching at the age of twenty-two 
at the old Buckingham church here. He 
was pastor from 1838 to 1%4. It was or- 
ganized from best information about 1650, 
by the celebrated Francis Makemie, who, 
it is claimed, was the founder of Prespyte- 
rianism in this state, is not in this country. 
The oldest building of which there is any 
evidence was situated about two miles 
south of Berlin on a tract of land patented 
to Colonel (William Stevens and cajled 
“Buckingham.” 
~ “Whe old brick church of which Rev. Han- 
av was pastor was:situated about the mid- 
dle of what is now known as Buckingham 
cemetery, just inside the present incorpo- 
rated limits of Berlin, and was completed 
in 178. -This brick building, known as 
“Old Buckingham,” was partly biown 
down during the violent storm of January, 
1857. The following year a new building 
was erected of the same size as the old 
one in the center of Berlin, and is that of 
which Rev. Arthur Dougal, who today con- 
ducted the funeral services, is present pas- 
tor. It is still called Buckingham. The 
following resolutions were passed by the 
session of this church when Rev. Handy’s 
resignation was accepted:

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JUDGESHIP 
WHAT THEY WANT 


Colonel Tom Glenn and Judge W. R. 
Hammond Aspirants for the Bench. 


AFTER A FEDERAL PLACE 


Congressman Bartlett Thinks There 
Will Be an Appointment. 


A CHANGE FAVORED BY ATTORNEYS GENERAL 


It Is Proposed To Have Another Cir- 
cuit—There Are Many Willing 
To Serve. 


Washington, January 11.—(Special.)—At- 
lanta has two full-fledged aspirants for a 
federal judgeship in Colonel Tom Glenn end 
Judge W. R. Hammond. They wait pa- 
tiently on the circuit bench and have been 
moving to that end among their several re- 
publican friends and those supposel to 
have influence with the powers that ccen- 
trol this administration. Colonel Glenn was 
an open advocate of the election of McKin- 
ley and was conspicuous in the parsde of 
the Atlanta McKinley Club at the inuugu- 
ration. Judge Hammond bases his candi- 
dacy, so I am told, on his support of the 
Palmer and Buckner aid society. 

The recommendation made by the attor- 
ney general in his annual report that there 
be appointed an additional judge fur the 
fifth judicial circuit seems to have been 
instrumental in firing the ambition cf these 
worthy gentlemen. Judge McKenna rec- 
ommended that an additional judge be ap- 
pointed for this circuit and for the sixth. 
No legislgtive action toward carrylag out 
that recommendation has yet been taken, 
but efforts will be made on that line. Con- 
gressman Bartlett, of Georgia, has intro- 
duced in the house a bill providing for the 
appointment for the fifth circuit. This 
consists of Georgia, Mlorida, Alabaina, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi and Texas. In speaking 
of the matter today Judge Bartlett suid: 

“Attorneys General Olney, Harmon and 
McKenna have all recommended an addi- 
tional judge for our circuit, and certainly 
the volume of business makes it necessary. 
Judge Pardee ts compelled ito devote most 
of his time to the circuit court of ¢ppeals 
and ‘the result is that the district judges 
have to devote themselves largely to this 
business, although they are supposed to at- 
tend to it only in emergencies. I nave in- 
troduced the bill because the necessity for 
its enactment exists. I have heard neth- 
ing about possible candidates.’’ 

It is a fact, however, that Colonel Glenn 
and Judge Hammond are now active can- 
didates. Probably because of their modesty 
they have for some time been working tun- 
der cover and have impressed those whcse 
assistance they have sought that they 
should not tell of their aspirations. 

Beginning To Look Ahead. 

Some people up this way are just be- 
ginning to open their eyes to a fact that 
has been apparent to everybody else since 
early in November a year ago, which is 
that the congressional elections of this 
year and the fight in 1900 are to be made 
on the same lines as the campaign of 1896. 

Following the lead of those newspapers 
which have been devoting their time to 
writing obituaries over the silver cause, 
many of the politicians have professed to 
believe that there was a chance of the 
democratic party repudiating the platform 
of the last campaign, and every effort 
has ‘been made to create the impression 
that there were misunderstandings and 
jealousies among the democratic ladérs 
and between them and their allies which 
would result in forcing silver to the back- 
ground. Of course nobody with eyes in his 
head has ever been able to see how these 
Others could be so blind. and now that 
the eyes of the blind have been opened, no 
great surprise is expressed. Still the tran- 
sition from darkness to light is worth 
noting as one of the significant signs of 
the times, if nothing else. 

Senator Teller’s speech is taken by most 
of these former doubters as the cause of 
their conversion to an understanding of 
the perfect union of purpose that exists 
between the different silver elements end 
the certainty that silver is to be the over- 
shadowing issue of the immediate future, 
as it was in the last campaign. 

Some of the able contributors to these 
newspapers are now engaged in writing on 
this subject as if they alone had dis- 
covered that the race this year and that 
of 1900 are to be fought on the money 
question—as if they had scooped all their 
tivals, It is all amusing and interesting, 
even if not very important.

He possesses the two qualifications neces- 
sary to success in this position, sterling and 
unswerving democracy and splendid ex- 
ecutive ability. His management of party 
affairs out in Illino's attracted general at- 
tention for its excellence, and when _ his 
associates began looking around for the 
man to take special care of their Interests 
through this congressional committee, they 
naturally turned to Hinrichsen. 

Everybody in Washington knows Buck, 
and everybody ¢alls him by the appellation 
which preceded him here. In congress the 
big Illinoisan has taken an excellent stand, 
and if his popularity here is any indication 
of his popularity back home, he is likely 
to be a national figure for some years to 
come. 

Favor Separate Organizations. 

There has been some talk ainong mem- 
bers of the committee about admitting to 
membership the fusionists from some of 
the states where members were elected by

ever, on different footings. Some are dem- 
ocrats nominated as such and elected by 
fusion votes; some were nominated as 
populists and elected by the aid of demo- 
cratic votes, and still others were placed 
in nomination by a fusion convention.

whenever desirable for the success of the 
cause, 

This will doubtless be the course pur- 
sued. For instance, Lewis of Washington 
Was nominated as a democrat ard was 
elected by a fusion of all the silver votes. 
He will go on the committee. Callahan of 
Oklahoma was nominated as a populist, 
and the democrats, seeing that there was 
danger of a republican victory, withdrew 
their candidate and voted for Callahan, 
Some of the members of -ne cornamittee 
favor putting Callahan on ft, I understand, 
but I do not believe that will be done. 


No Chances Will Be Taken. 


But whatever may be the decision in 
these individual cases, there will be ccm- 
plete harmony between all the silver 
forces and no chances of losing a member 
of the next house as the result of iriction 
will be taken. Hinrichsen, with hs broad 
knowledge of conditions in the 
the middle west where the der 
gains are expected, will be a :nost_\y 
addition to the committee, and the putlook 
for capturing the lower heuse of ¢pngress 
is most excellent.

Jackson, Miss., January 11.—The Missis- 
sippi legislature made a curious and awk- 
ward blunder today in balloting for a 
United States senator for the unexpired 
term made vacant by the death of Senator 
J. Z. George. 

Exactly at noon both houses, by seperate 
formal ballot, elected Hon. H. D. Money, 
who already holds the appointment of Gov- 
ernor McLaurin, as George’s successor. Late 
this afternoon the question was raised as 
to the legality of this action and it appears 
that either this legislature has strangely 
blundered, or else the elections of Senators 
George and Walthall in 1892, and that of 
Senator (Money, in 1896, were illegal. Under 
the constitution of Mississippi the legisla- 
ture meets on the “first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in January,’ and under sec- 
tion 14 of the revised statutes of the United 
States the balloting for a senator by the 
legislature must begin on “‘the second Tues- 
@ay after the meeting and organization 
thereof.’’ 

The question, therefore, arises in Missis- 
sippi as to what is the “second Tuesday 
after the meeting and organization” of the 
legislature and should the first Tuesday or 
day of organization be counted. 

In 1892, when George and Walthall were 
elected, the legislature convened on Tues- 
day, January 5th, and on Tuesday, Jan- 
ury 19th, both houses balloted separate- 
ly and on Wednesday, the 2th, jointly 
elected the senators. This precedent was 
also followed in 1896, when Senator Money 
was elected for the full term to succeed 
Mr. George. The legislature of 1896 met on 
January 7th and the houses did not take a 
ballot until January 2ist. The ballot of 
today will be ignored and another election 
had on Tuesday next.

Well-Known Georgian Dies at His 
Home in Savannah.

‘Judge William D. Harden died tonight at

The Weird March.

The march 
through the still woods was depressing and 
the possibility that at any moment they 
might be attacked by a vengeful mob of 
King’s friends kcpt the militia ecnstamly 
on the lookout. Guards were thrown cut to 
the rear and front to guard against sur- 
prise, and in perfect silence the body of 
men traversed the twenty-two miles be- 
tween here and Morgan. The uncertain 
flashes of the moolight gave the inexperi- 
enced volunteers one or two starts, ond 
several ittimes the escort prepared itself to 
meet a surprise party, but everything pass- 
ed along smoothly and Morgan was reach- 
ed about 7:30 o’clock.

The troops rested on their arms until 10 
o'clock, when Judge Spence arrived and 
court opened. The conduct of the strangers 
at Dawson last night is easily explained 
now, as the same men, backed up by oth- 
ers, are at Morgan, and make up the larg- 
est part of the audience.

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| A Queer Situation. 

Senator Chandler has not heretofore 
made a reputation as a fatuous person, 
but he bids fair to achieve that stripe 
of notoriety at no distant day. It seems 
that the senator is in favor of the res- 
toration of silver and at the same time 
wants to stay in the republican party. 
That is to say, his convictions run count- 
er to his political interests. He cannot, 
in the state of New Hampshire, approve 
the restoration of silver in the only 
way it can be restored, without ceasing 
to be a republican, and then he would 
be compelled to retire from office. 

Consequently, Senator Chandler, in 
order to maintain a connecting link be- 
tween his convictions and his political 
interests, is endeavoring to breathe life 
into a scheme that never was alive. He 
pretends to believe that there is still 
some hope for international bimetal- 
lism. He has been saying that in the 
senate and has been writing letters 
about it. 

The latest accounts say that he has 
seen the amiable Mr. McKinley, and 
has induced that great maxim-maker to 
say that there is “some hope” for inter- 
national bimetallism, and that it is his 
intention to “send his envoys to Europe 
again” as soon as the conditions in In- 
dia are more favorable. 

We had no idea that so astute a per- 
son as Mr. Chandler would even pre- 
tend to be impressed by such poppy- 
cock as that which he gives out as com- 
ing from Mr. McKinley; but he cackles 
over it as gleefully as if international 
bimetallism were already an accom- 
plished fact instead of a ghost that has 
been laid. We had supposed that the 
senator was familiar with the fact that 
the “peculiar conditions” in India are 
nothing more than the arrangements 
that are now going forward to place 
that country permanently under the gold 
standard; that there is still to be an- 
other turn of the screw, the effects of 
which this country will feel. Prices 
here are still too high to suit the savage 
greed of the money power. 

But, at any rate, Senator Chandler’s 


report of his interview shows one thing 


very clearly, and that'is that the poor 
old ghost -of international bimetallism 
is to be trotted out to do duty in the 
congressional campaign. While Mr. 
Gage and the administration are em- 
ploying their utmost efforts to “commit 
the country more_ thoroughly’ to 
the gold standard,” it is to be given out 


‘from the white house, privately, that 


there is still hope for international bi- 
metallism. © The old stalking-horse is 
to be dragged’ out. Notwithstanding that 
its head and tail are gone and half the 
weatherboarding fallen from its sides, it 
is to be.rolled out and dragged up and 
down the stage. 

This seems to satisfy Mr. Chandler, 
and Mr. Wolcott is to be placated with 
two more trips to Europe if necessary. 
Wedo not believe the New Hampshire 
senator is fool enough to believe what he 
says, and We are sure that the admin- 
istration is too far committed to the gold 
standard to fool the people. ? 

But even the pretence makes a beau- 
tiful spectacle—Mr. Gage trying to “com- 
mit the country more thoroughly to 
the gold standard,’ and Mr. McKinley 
trying to get rid of it. 

The republican party is very rapidly 
approaching the end of its tether. 


The Upshot of It. 

The fact that the workingmen of New 
England are preparing to strike against 
the most extraordinary and widespread 
reduction of wages that has ever been 
known (especially in a time of republi- 
aa “prosperity”) is not at all surpris- 
ng.

When corporate capital and experi- 
ence fail to make dividends out of their 
Plants, they reduce wages.

Now, 
to do this, some plants must be bought 
and closed. This takes money, and the 
gold trust stands ready with the money 
if it can have a finger in the pie. They 
do not call it putting a finger in the pie. 
They describe it as “feenawncing” a 
scheme. 

This is the process that has been and 
is going on before our eyes. The gold 
trust is getting control—asg Mr. Teller 
says—of all the great industries, and 
all the great avenues of commerce and 
trade in this country. During the past 
ten months more than fifty stupendous 
trusts and combines have been formed 
in one line or another of production. 
This is what is called republican: pros- 
perity, and it will be the upshot of the 
present condition of affairs in the New 
England mills. We shall shortly hear, 
no doubt, of a great cotton mill trust, 
“feenawnced” by the gold syndicate. 
Mills will be closed down, and operatives 
thrown out of work until production is 
brought to the level of the broken back 
of demand. 

This is genuine republican prosperity. 


Who Are the Greatest? 

Our national lawmakers seem to be 
in something of a quandary over the 
task of changing the nomenclature of 
the streets of Washington. 

Twenty-six of these streets, radiating 
from the national capitol like the spokes 
of a wagon wheel, bear the names of 
the different letters of the alphabet. AS 
this system of designating the streets 
hag come down from the early days of 
the government, there has been little 


disposition to change it until the pres- 


ent time. 

At leneth, in order to avoid confusion, 
it has been decided to substitute wnstead 
of these letters the names of twenty- 
six Americans, the initial letter ofveach 
name to coincide with the letter of each 
street for which it is substituted. The 
members of congress who have the mat-~ 
ter in charge are deeply concerned in 
regard to it, as they realize that unless 
the greatest care is taken in naming the 
streets there is apt to be developed more 
or less sectional criticism. 

Congressman Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, 
who is one of the members of congress 
entrusted with the difficult task of nam- 
ing the streets, has prepared the follow- 
ing list, in which he endeavors to mete 
out equal justice between the sections: 
Adams, Bancroft, Clay, Decatur, Emer- 
son, Franklin, Grant, Hamilton, Irving, 
Kane, Lincoln, Marshall, Newcomb, 
Oglethorpe, Perry, Quincey, Randolph, 
Stanton, Taylor, Union, Van Buren and 
Webster. 

Congressman McMillan, of Tennessee, 
has caeaaredawe separate lists, the first 
of which reads as follows: Adams, 
Buchanan, Cleveland, Dallas, Ellsworth, 
Fillmore, Grant, Harrison, Jefferson, 
King, Lincoln, Madison, Nelson, Otis, 
Polk, Quincy, Rutledge, Sherman, Tyler, 
Upshaw, Van Buren and Washington. 
The second list prepared by Congress- 
man McMillan reads as follows: Ar- 
thur, Bell, Clinton, Dearborn, Everett, 
Franklin, Garfield, Hayes, Jackson, 
Knox, Lafayette, Monroe, Nicholson, Os- 
good, Pierce, Quitman, Rush, Story, Tay- 
lor, Underwood, Van Ness and Wolcott. 

There is quite a divergence between 
the names contained in these several 
lists, and our national lawmakers will 
have their hands full in coming to any- 
thing like a satisfactory decision as to 
who are the great Americans to be hon- 


‘ored, 
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Last Year’s Foreign Exports. 

Although it is too early to obtain any 
correct figures bearing upon the extent 
of our foreign trade relations during 
the past year, some idea of the magni- 
tude of our foreign export trade may be 
derived from recent figures sent out by 
the American bureau of statistics, cov- 
ering the record forthe first eleven 
months of the year. 

According to these figures our foreign 
export trade up to December 1, 1897, ag- 
gregated in value $956,675,874. This 
amount is only slightly in excess of the 
figures for the corresponding months of 
the year preceding, but it serves to show 
the widespread character of the demand 
for our American products. Of the 
total exports for the eleven months 
ending December 1, 1897, it appears that 
most of them were of agricultural prod- 
ucts, aggregating in value $635,782,489. 
With respect to other products export- 
ed, the showing is as follows: Manu- 
factured products, $256,256,812; mineral 
products, $18,233,839; forestry products, 
$37,868,468; fishery products, $5,223,838, 
and miscellaneous products, $3,310,428. 

As to the destination of these exports 
most of them found their way directly 
into the European market; others 
crossed over the Pacific into China, 
Japan, Australia and other eastern coun- 
tries. From the diversity of these ex- 
ports, as well as from their total valu- 
ation, it is evident that the resources of 
this country furnish the basis for ex- 
tensive foreign trade relations, and that 
as time progresses the world will be- 
come much more liberal in its patronage 
of our American market. 7

It Will Surprise Nobody. 

Mark Hanna will, in the joint session 
of the Ohio legislature today, be re- 
elected to the United States senate. 

Lf the vote of the two houses in sepa- 
rate session yesterday can be taken as 
un indication of today’s vote, and there 
will probably be no change, he will have 
a majority of only one vote—a close 
pull, it is true, but the resylt is not sur- 
prising. 

Elated by the certainty of success as 
the résult of yesterday’s balloting, Mr. 
Hanna said: 

It is not so much a matter of personality 
as it is a question of keeping the pledges 
and upholding the integrity of the party, 
and of giving heed to the will of the people, 

If the republican party is prepared 
to accept Mr. Hanna as a model—and 
this is his modest pose—well and good. 

‘The democrats are scarcely less suc- 
cessful in Mr. Hanna’s victory than they 
would have been in his defeat. The 
republicans will be held to accountabili- 
ty for Hanna and Hannaism, and the day 
of judgment is near at hand. 

In the senate he will be a shining 
campaign argument for the democrats, 
and looking at the result from a par- 
tisan standpoint, his re-election will be 
made to serve an admirable purpose for 
the opposing party. 

Never in the history of American pol- 
itics has there been another such cam- 
paign as that which will end today in 
the formal indorsement of Hannaism by 
the Ohio legislature. With only one 
vote standing between Hanna and the 
senate, it would have been amazing if, 
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wherever it would do the’ most good, 
Hanna had been. sacrificed to the cause 
of decency, morality and purity in poli- 
tics. Just what Hanna’s seat in the 
senate will cost in dollars and cents, and 
in distribution of official patronage will 
never be known. No doubt the money 
has been paid in cash in advance; but 
as to pledges for office, that is a matter 
which can be attended to later, and now 
that Mr. Hanna is in, they may be re- 
garded somewhat in the nature of other 
republican pledges—made to be broken. 


A Sinister Programme. 

While it is true that the manifesta- 
tions of the Coxey brand of populism did 
not help Mr. Hanna very much in Ohio, 
it is equally true that the money power 
sees in that sort of thing the only feas- 
ible method of deceiving a great many 
people into aiding the republican party. 
Perfect fusion between the elements that 
oppose the republican party and the 
gold standard would result in the anni- 
hilation of the republican party. 

Perceiving this, the money power Is 
already in the field making arrange- 
ments to prevent a complete fusion of 
populists with democrats. Its agents 
among the populists, especially in the 
east, are making arrangements to get up 
republican aid societies even at this early 
day. Hence we see activity in and 
about Boston, coupled with appeals to 
“preserve the party, unite its factions, 
and remedy the misfortunes that have 
resulted from fusionists.”’ 

This is to be the aim of those who de- 
sire to embarrass the democratic party 
and give aid to the republicans, just as 
Coxey and his adventurers tried to do 
in Ohio. The money power—the ele- 
ment that igs endeavoring to “commit 
the country more thoroughly to the 
gold standard’’—know full well that 
every populist voter who can be in; 
duced to “take to the middle of the road” 
in the congressional elections contri- 
butes just that much to the success of 
the republican candidates, and just that 
much to the success of the element that 
is trying to make the gold standard per- 
manent in this country. 

We have no doubt that there are some 
voters too ignorant or too blinded by 
prejudice to perceive the game that 
the gold trust is playing; there are ig- 
norant and prejudiced voters in all par- 
ties; but if does seem to us that in the 
crisis which the people of this country 
are now facing no voter should be ig- 
norant of the fact that every vote 
against a democratic candidate adds to 
the strength of the gold standard party. 

But the combination to aid the money 
power by the aid of the anti-democratic 
populists has already begun. One of 
the Boston agents has already issued 
his proclamation, and in: the course of 
a month or so it will be found that these 
agents, disguiged as populists, will be 
endeavoring to carry out their sinister 
schemes in all the congressional dis- 
tricts of the north and west where there 

republican candidate. 
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b ae programme will hardly be tried in 
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south. ‘There were some southern 
populfsts who were opposed to fusion 
in 1896, but we think that the course of 
events since McKinley’s election has 
convinced the majority of them that 
they opposed the best interests of the 
people when they refused to support 
Mr. Bryan. 

But forewarned is forearmed. When 
patriotic populists find among them one 
of these agents of the money power 
they should turn their backs on him. 
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Great Britain’s Attitude Explained. 

With the scrutiny of the proverbial 
hawk, Great Britain is keeping her eyes 
upon the situation in the east; and al- 
though she pretends to be acting on 
the part of Christendom in seeking to 
avert the proposed spoliation of the Chi- 
nese empire, she is really acting on the 
part of Great Britain. 

This is clearly evident from the char- 
acter of recent happenings in China as 
well as from the nature of Great Brit- 
ain’s policy of self-aggrandizement,. Some 
two or threé weeks ago it was given 
out on what appeared to be good au- 
thority that China desired to negotiate a 
loan of $80,000,000 with which to meet 
existing obligations; and in confirmation 
of this statement, it now comes direct 
from London that the British govern- 
ment itself is seriously considering the 
advisability of making this loan. Such 
béing the case, it is not surprising that 
Great Britain, instead of joining hands 
with Germany and Russia in gobbling 
up the empire, should rather be resolved 
upen preserving its integrity. 

Of course if Great Britain makes this 
loan to China she will see to it that she 
is properly secured; and in order to rid 
herself of any doubt on this score she 
will, perhaps, demand that the supervi- 
sion of British officers over Chinese af- 
fairs be still further extended. In this 
way she will be enabled to virtually 
manage the financial concerns of China 
and to fasten her grip more tightly upon 
the empire. With this advantage gained, 
it will next be in order for British war 
vessels to patrol Chinese waters for the 
ostensible purpose of protecting the 
coast from invasion. What will then 
follow remains for the future to deter- 
mine; but without intruding upon the 
domain of speculation, it may safely be 
surmised that if Great Britain makes 
the contemplated loan of $80,000,000 to 
China she will, most certainly, plan 
not only to get this amount back with 
interest, but also to materially improve 
her trade rélations with the orient. 

This policy is much wiser than the 
one of spoliation, and more effectually 
conceals Great Britain’s selfish object 
in seeking to prevent the other powers 
from dividing up the empire. In view 
of Great Britain’s timely interference 
in the matter it is safe to predict that 
Chinese spoliation will not materialize 
as the result of existing complications, 
and it remains to be seen what will be- 
come of the contemplated loan of $80,- 
000,000.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Dr. John Hall, of New York, who h 
occupied the pulpit of the Fifth Avenel 
Presbyterian church for thirty years past, 
formaily tendered his resignation as pastor 
on last Sunday. As Dr. Hall has long been 
recognized as one of the foremost of 
American Presbyterians, the announce- 
ment of his resignation carries with it un- 
usual interest. His reason for resigning 
the active duties of his pastorate ig that 
his growing infirmities will not permit him 
to continue in the labortous work in which 
he has been so long engaged. He feels 
that younger shoulders should now bie 
entrusted with the burden and is accord- 
ingly Anxious to see some one else in- 
stalled in the pulpit. Of course, there will 
be no lack of candidates for the position, 
as the congregation is one of the wealthiest 
in America and pays its pastor $15,000 year- 
ly; but the congregation is not apt to pro- 
ceed hastily in the matter of choosing Dr. 
Hall’s successor. It will search the world 
over until MH finds some one who suits it. 
Dr. John Hall was born in the north of 
Ireland on uy 31, 1829, and is of Scotch- 
Irish blood. @ was educated at Belfast 
college and licensed to preach in 1849. 
While et Dublin, He received a 
call from the fth Avenue Presbyterian 
church of New York and since that time 
he has continued to occupy the pulpit of 
that church. In all likelihood Dr. Hall will 
be made emeritus pastor of the church 
after his resignation takes effect. He is 
universally beloved by his congregation. 
and in spite of his infirmities, is sti a

, tained from Colonel Candler and from Mr. 


Terrell the plain statement that both in- 
tend to run for governor. They did it by 
innocently announcing their own candi- 
dacy for the two offices in question, but 
expressing a delicacy about making a fight 
until they were assured that there was 
something to fight for. In other words, 
they wanted to know for certain that 
vacancies were to be created before they 
took a final plunge. Colonel Candler 
frankly told his callers that he was not 4 
cand‘date for re-election as secretary of 
state, end Mr. Terrell, though more guard- 
ed in his utterance, conveyed the same 
impression as to the attorney generalship. 

The two gentlemen who accomplished all 
this are Senator Phil Cook and Repre- 
sentative Hewle:t A. Hall. Senator Cook 
walked into the office of the secretary of 
state at the capitol] early in the morning, 
shook hands with Colonel Candler, @rew 
up a chair, placed his black slouch hat on 
the desk, and said with characteristic can- 
dor: 

“Colonel, my friends want me to run for 
secretary of state, but I don’t want to do 
it if you intend to be a candidate for re- 
election. I have come up here to find out 
if your office will be vacant after the 
next election.’’ 

Colonel Candler stroked his whiskers, 
smiled, and leaned back in his chair. 

“Phil,” he said, ‘‘I’d be the hast man to 
stand in your way for this place, if you 
want it. Just say the word and I'll get 
out.’’ 

“But I don"t want you to get out on my 
account. And I don’t want to run against 
you. I only want to know if there ts going 
to be a vacancy.”’ 

The colonel shook hands with his caller 
again, thanked him for this expression of 
his good will anid said: 

“Go ahead and run. There is going to 
be @ vacancy.” 


A little later in the day Senator Cook, 
after consulting with some of his other 
friends, prepared and made public the fol- 
lowing «ztatement, which he addressed to 
the democrats of Georgia: 


“The generally accepted fact that the 
present incumbent of the office of sec- 
retary of state will not be a candidate 
for re-election, coupled with the gener- 
ous assurance of many friends that a 
large portion, at least, of the demo- 
cratic party of the state desires me to 
etand for the office, leads me to make 
this formal declaration of my candid1- 
cy. I addressit to the demeccrats of the 
state at this early date in order that 
they may give the matter such time 
and attention as they see fit. 

‘TT am a democrat, and my only plat- 
form is the platform of my party, 
adopted at the Chicago convention of 
1896. While appreciating the fact that 
the secretary of state of Georgia has 
but Hitle to do with the auestion of the 
currency, and still lees to do with the 
tariff, I feel it to be the plain duty of 
every democrat in times like these, 
whether or not he aspires to public of- 
fice, to make an open declaration of the 
faith that is in him. 

“T believe in rigid economy in the 
administration of all the departments 
of the state government, and I pledge 
myvelf to do all in my power, if elected, 
tu aid in the reduction of the tax rate. 
High ‘taxes and 5-cent corton do not gu 
well together, and in my judgment it 
shculd be the earrest purpose of every 
officer of the state during this present 
por:od of depression to keep the ex- 
penses of the state down to the lowest 
possible figure, cersistent with an ef- 
fective and capable administration.” 


Sena'tor Cook deslired to discuss his 
cand‘dacy beyond this, but he said he pro- 
posed to make an active campaign, and it 
is likely that all the democrats in the state 
will hear from him in one way or another 
before election day. During the day he 
was Celuged with congratulations, and his 
friends in town would not even let him 
return to his home in Leesburg last night. 
Personally he is one of the most popular 
men in the state, and during the last ses- 
sion of the legislature the conspicuous po- 
sition he ocupied as chairman of the joint 
penitentiary committee of both houses, 
won for him a reputation that is largely 
responsible for the call now made on him 
to stand for a higher office. He says he 
did not want to make any public an- 
nouncement before because he felt that it 
would be discourteous to Colonel Candler. 

He called on Uncle Mark Hardin at the 
capitol, and the two, after a genial chat, 
walked down town together. Uncle Mark 
said he disliked very much to oppose Sen- 
ator Cook, ard Senator Cook said that the 
most distressing part of the affair to him 
was that he had to beat Uncle Mark. They 
teld esch cther about their plans, and 
parted in the best of good nature. In all 
the present contests for office there is no 
i}l-feeling that amounts to anything, but 
in this particular contest it is safe to pre- 
dict that there never will be any. A whole 
lot of good democrats throughout the state 
will be trceubled in chocsing between them, 
but the candidates themselves will no* 
quarrel. The friends of Senator Cook yes- 
terday seeed especially confident of his 
election. 


Representative Hall’s visit to Mr. Ter- 
rell led to a somewhat lengthy conference 
and nobody but those two know just what 
was said. At its conclusion, however, word 
was mysteriously passed about the capitol 
that the distinguished young Coweta law- 
yer would stand as a candidate for attorney 
general, and he practically admitted as 
much when asked about it. Mr. Terrell, 
in response to a similar question, said that 
when he announced for governor he would 
unquestionably not be a candidate for at- 
torney general, and that he had said so 
to all who had told him they were con- 
sidering the matter of running for the 
place. He did not believe that it was good 
democratic doctrine to stand for two of- 
fices at once, and he frankly said that he 
had been worried a good deal in deciding 
which course to choose. 

This leaves a field of three candidates 
for attorney generalHewlett A. Hall, 
Harry F. Dunwody and Jolin W. Akin. 
Mr. Hall is Governor Atkinson’s law part- 
ner, but during his brief political career 
he has shown a epirtt of independence 
which makes this fact of little significance 
in the present conflict. Mr. Dunwody is 
one of the best men who ever came to the 
Georgia senate and he lacked only one 
vote of being elected president of the 
same. Mr. Akin is president of the Geor- 
gia Bar Association and has been too busy 
with professional duties during his life to 


enter the race, but that he has never even 
seriously considered becoming a candidate. 


For the first time since Hal Lewis was 
appointed to the supreme court to succeed 
Spencer Atkinson it may be authoritatively 
announced that he will be a candidate for 
re-election. He reachcd thy de- 
termination last week = and_ yes- 
terday told ‘his distinguished as- 


goclates on the bench of it—told ‘tt to 


them ahead of all others, because they, 
more than anybody else, had urged him to 
go before the people to be confirmed in a 
position already assigned him by the chief 
executive of his state. Judge Lewis during 
his brief term as justice of the supreme 
court has won both the professional respect 
and the’ personal affection of the other 
justices. They want him to stay with them. 
That he is willing to do so is generally 
accepted as an advance certificate of his 
election, 

There is so much of downright, actual 
hard work in being a member of the #u- 
preme court that a young and vigorous 
man like Hal Lewis is welcome alike for 
his brain and for his brawn. There has 
never been any question that Chief Justice 
Simmons and Judge Fish, the other two 
justices whose terms expire, would suc- 
ceed themselves, and the present outlook 
indicates that all three will be returned 
without opposition. There is usually some 
talk of other candidates whenever any 
high office, either executive, legislative or 
judicial, is mentioned, but in this instance 
there has not even been speculation as to 
their re-election. All of which goes to 
show that Georgia knows a good judge 
when she has one, 


An error in The Constitution the other 
day made it appear that Colonel William 
E. Clifton was a candidate for secretary 
of state, and that the Hon. Joseph Mans- 
field, of McIntosh county, was doubtful 
about risking his political life in another 
run for the legislature. Nothing could have 
been further from the mark. Colonel Clif- 
ton will succeed himself as secretary of 
the senate, with Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles S. Northen as assistant, and he 
has never told even his most intimate’ 
friends that he contemplated standing for 
any other office. Uncle Joe has aroused 
some opposition in McIntosh because of his 
aggressive tactics as a member of the legis- 
lature, but even his opponents concede 
that he can come back to the capitol if 
he wants to. In fact, he may whirl in and 
come to the senate if his enemies get too 
brash. 

Another piece of recent senatorial news 
is that the Hon. Sim Blalock, of Fayette, 
has about made up his mind to come to the 
upper house and to contest the presiden- 
cy with Mr. Dodson. The Sumter county 
gentleman has made a thurough canvass 
of the entire state in his interest, but Mr. 
Blalock says he {s not discouraged at the 
outlook. This means that Representative 
A. O. Blalock will not return to wrestle 
with John Little, of Muscogee, for the 
speakership and seems to open up all sorts 
of new political possibilities. Some of the 
old members want Jack Slaton, of Fulton, 
to wield the gavel next time. rR. B. C

The Flags of the Union. 


Editor Constitution—Have the officers of 
the nation special flags, such es they have 
in England? STUDENT. 

The president of the United States, the 
secretary of war and the secretary of the 
navy each has a epecial flag. The first 
was designed for, and first used by, Presi- 
dent Arthur. It is of blue bunting, with 
an eagle in the center, with outstretched 
wings, and bearing the shield of the United 
States on its breast: In its right talon is 
an olive branch; and in its left, a bunch of 
arrows. There is a row of thirteen white 
Stars, curving over and around the eagle. 
The flag of the secretary of war, quite 
recently designed, is of red bunting, with 
the eagle in the center, and four white 
stars, one in each corner. That of the sec- 
retary of the navy was designed about 
eight years ago, and is of blue buntine, 
with four white stars in the corners, and 
an anchor in the center. These are the 
only special flags belonging to government 
officials, except those used by certain ‘offi- 
cers of the navy. The public js not famil- 
iar with them because they are never used 
except on occasions of ceremony. The 
flying of the president's flag indicates that 
he is in the building, or on the vessel, over 
which it is hoisted. The flag of the secre- 
tary of the navy is also used only when he 
is on board a government vessel, when it 
is hoisted at the main. The flag of the sec- 
retary of war has not yet been used, but, 
like the others, its display will indicate the 
presence of the secretary. 


The Egg and the Cotton Crop.

The latest available figures as to the egg 
and cotton crop is to be found in the United 
States census of 1880 and 1890, covering the 
years preceding. Figures for other years 
are but estimates made by the department 
for the cotton crop and none for the egg 
crop. These figures give the following re-

While on this subject it will be observed 
that the cotton crop for 1895 fell away Delow 
that of 1879 and 1889 in valuation. In 1879 
the average New York price for upland 
midlands was 12.2c, and the total produc- 
tion 5,761,252 bales. In 1889 the average price 
was 11.58c for a total crop of 7,311,322 bales. 
The crop of 18% brought an average price 
of 8.16c, with a production of 7,157,346 bales. 
Thus ft will be seen that, though the crop 
of 18% was emallier than that of 1898, it 
brought $137,431,403 lesa.

Humidity Was Excessive and Added 
to the Discomfort. 


HEAT/AND HUMIDITY. BOTH WENT HIGH 


No/ Other January Weather Ever

Past Records.

ESTERDAY was the hottest, spongi- 
est and most enervating January day 
Atlanta has ever experienced. 

Past records for January weather were 
smashed and then cooked and scalded in 
the hot moisture of the day. A nice day, 
burning, arid, parched and scorching day in 
July would have been a paradise to the 
dirty Turkish bath Atiantians were given. 

Seventy-three degrees above in the shade, 
with the humidity in the air registering 
nearly 100 per cent, was the record yester- 
day. It ‘was worse than hot. It made the 
population feel as if it had been steamed 
and then hung.up to dry without ex perienc- 


ing any of the benefits of the drying pro- | 


cess. 
“Figures,” said the weather prophet, as 
he wiped large floods of perspiration from 
his face with one hand and wrote weather 
predictions with the other, “Why, you don’t 
need figures to prove that this is a record 
breaker. Just sit around, walk around or 
stand around and scald for awhile, and 
you'll see we are having weather we ought 
not to have. Thermometers are not needed 
to convince a man that it’s warm today.” 
But the weather official kindly produced 
his statistics and proved that no other year 
on record here has ever sprung such weath- 
er on us at this particular date. Only once 
before on the llth day of January has the 
temperature gone so high as 73. That was 
in 1890, eight years ago, but that day was a 
cool, pleasant, bracing and invigorating 
day, compared to yesterday. The sun ghot 
down some hot rays then, but the dry, 
vaporless air drank up perspiration from 
human bodies like a huge sponge, and 
people didn’t go around feeling like a damp 
rag, with hot vapors sauntering up ‘their 
backbones and a headachy feeling caused 
by moisture. In 1890 it was a decently warm 
day, with the humidity at about its normal 
figure. Next to yester@eay it was the hot- 
test day, but it was a dry, hot day and 
yesterday was a wet, hot day, and the two 
compare about like nice warm, well cooked 
biscuits and soggy, clammy rolls. 
Yesterday morning was worse than the 
day as a whole, People woke up hot and 
damp. The first observation at the weather 
bureau showed the temperature to be 63, 
while the humidity was 97, or within only 
3 per cent of being as moist as the air can 
possibly get. When the air is totally satu- 
rated with moisture it is but 100 per cent. 
Yesterc the moisture was so dense as 
to condense itself into foggy mist at times. 
The temperature yesterday as compared 
to that of January llth of past years as 
recorded in the weather bureau for nine- 
teen years is as follows:

It will be observed that in no year was 
the minimum temperature as high as it 
was yesterday. In 189%, when the maximum 
was as high the minimum was but 50. 
This made the mean temperature for the 
llth in 1890 to be 65, while the mean yester~ 
day was 68, just three degrees hotter than 
ever before. This.coupled with the extreme 
humidity makes the day a record smasher. 

The coldest llth of January was in 1586, 
when the temperature went 2 degrees below 
zero. The normal temperature for yester- 
day was 40 degrees, and the record for the 
days shows that it was just 28 degrees 
above the normal, or almost twice as hot 
as it should have beem Despite the ab- 
nomal cold of the first days of January, 
the past few hot days have run the tem- 
perature up to 70 degrees above the normal

AN INTERESTING ARGUMENT 


City Attorney Anderson and Mr. Alex 
King Speak Today Against the 
Permanent Injunction. 


Argument in the courthouse-city hall in- 
junction cas? consumed the entire after- 
ncon yesterday before Judge Lumpkin in 
chambers, and only two arguments hed 
been completed when the hour of adjourn- 


ment vas reached. The hearing will be 


resumed this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, but 
lt ig not thought that the end will be 
reached before tomorrow afternoon. 

a When the argument was resumed yester- 
afternooa, Judge Palmer submitted to 
‘ne court an affidavit in which he gave his 
reasons for appearing as a member of the 
bord of county commissioners, and at the 
same time appearing as counsel in a suit 
which was brought against the beard of 
which he was a member. He deciared 
that he had a -riefit to appear in this dual 
capacity, and that he was only doing his 
duty as a member of the board when he 
fought the sale of the courthouse to the 
city and the erection of a new courthouse 
by the county. The affidavit was along the 
Ime that by virtue of his position as a 
member of the board he was entitled to 
bring the action. This affidavit was in re- 
ply to the charge mede by the city and 
county that Judge Paimer could not act 
as a county commissioner and as an at- 
torney against the county at the same 
time. 

Mr. Alex C. King, representing the coun- 
ty, having been associated with County 
Attorney Rosser, objected to the reopening 
of the case at this time, saying that the 
efidavit of Judge Palmer wag not respon- 
sive to any of the pleadings. Mr. King 
moved that the court strike out all of the 
affidavit where it appears that the facts 
appear on the minutes of the board of 
commissioners, claiming that no county 
commissioner in law could be allowed to 
take a case against the county, and for 
‘that reason the court should not entertain 
a bill brought by such an officer. 

The court struck from the affidavit those 
things that appeared on the minutes of 
the bcard. 

County Attorney Rosser said he could 
not understand the donsistency as to the 
position occupied by Commissioner Pal- 
mer,-when he was sworn to represent the 
county as a commissioner, when in fact 
he was fighting the county through the 
courts. Attorney Rosser referred to the 
charter of the city, showing that it had 
the right to purehuse the city hall and 
that the county had the right to sell the 
courtk ouse. 

He ‘ccntended that the county and the 
city had all authority to make the sale 
atd the purchase, and he cited a number 
of authorities bearing on the subject.

The 
total amount written was $9,000,000 less than 
in 1895. The low price of cotton and the 
improvement in protection in the cities tend 
to reduce the volume of business. The bet- 
ter the protection, the less insurance a 
property owner carries.

FIREMEN STUDY BUILDINGS 


Officers of Department Are Inspecting 
Business Portion of City. 


IS AN ANNUAL OCCURRENCE 
Is for the Purpose of Familiarizing 
the Officers with Entrances, Exits 
and Cellars of Buildings. 


The foremen of the different companies 
of the Atlanta fire department began an in- 
spection of the business portion of the city 
yesterday for the purpose of familiarizing 
themselves with the large buildings. 

The inspection is made by the foremen 
in order that they may familiarize them- 
selves with the buildings where fires are 
likely to occur. They observe the location 
of stairways, cellars and entrances and ex- 
its to the buildings. 

During the year changes are made in a 
large number of the buildings and it is nec- 
essary for an annual inspection to be made 
in order that the officers of the depart- 
ment may know how to get in and out of 
buildings in the dark and know where 
stairways are to be found. The alleys in 
the rear of buildings come in for their 
share of the inspection and all of them are 
visited. 

It is a matter of great importance that 
the officers of the department be familiar 
with the buildings in the city. In ‘he €°s8e 
of fire they always @irect the work and 
lead the men, and their knowledge is relied 
upon to a great extent. 

The officers of the department keep well 
posted on the buildings and have watched 
them for many years. The: changes are 
what occupy most of their attention in this 
inspection. It will take them several dzys 
to finieh the tour of the city. 

Assistant Chiefs Cummings, Emmel and 
Haney will make the inspection as soon as 
the foremen have completed it. Their in- 
spection will probably be even more Ccare- 
ful than that of the other officers. It ts 
necessary for them to know as much as 
possible the exact lay of the land in all 
buildings of importance and they will spend 
a great anmgpourmt of time studying the situa- 
tion. 

The inspection is one made every year 
by the officers of the fire department and 
it has been found to be of service to them.

The Sons of Veterans will hold an !m- 
portant meeting in the council chamber 
of the chamber of commerce tonight at 8 
o'clock. 

At this meeting tmportant business will 
be discussed and the part that the Sons 
of Veterans will take in the approaching 
reunion will be decided, 

The kind of uniform that will be worn 
by them will be decided. It is probable 
that they will choose the gray slouch hat 
that was characteristic of the confederate 
soldier, the gray jacket, with four brass 
buttons, and a pair of black trousers. This 
will be an inexpensive uniform and one 
that can easily be supplied. 

It is the object of the John B. Gordon 
camp to have not less than 1,000 sons in 
line when the grand parade of the reunion 
comes off and in order to have them ap- 
pear to advantage, a kind of uniform that 
will particularize them is thought to be 
necessary. It is the desire of the present 
members of the camp that all the sons of 
veterans in the city join them at once, 

There is no initiation fee to be patd 
and no ceremonies to be gone through 
with in becoming a member of the camp, 
as has been thought by a large number 
of those eligible to membership among the 
sons of veterans. Commander W. W. 
Davies requests that all the veterans who 
know of young men who are sons of veter- 
ans to request them to place their names 
on the roll book, which is all that is re- 
quired to become members of the camp. 
The meeting tonight will receive new 
members and the books of the camp will 
be open for those who wish to sign their 
names. 

A new confederate magazine has been 
started for the veterans. ;

The first issue will be 
devoted to the approaching reunion and 
its auxiliaries. 


MRS. ADAMS MAY GET DAMAGES. 


Judge Newman’s Decision in the Case 
Has Been Reversed. 


Mrs. Adams may yet receive damages 
from the Southern railway for the lives of 
her two little children, who were crushed 
to death on Rhodes street trestle two 
years ago. 

The circuit court of appeals at New Or- 
leans has reversed the ruling of Judge 
W. T. Newman in the suit for damages 
which Mrs. Adams brought against the 
road, which ruling was in favor of the 
railroad. It will be remembered that Judge 
Newman sustained a demurrer which the 
railroad set up against the suit for dam- 
ages. The case will now have to be tried 
again, and Mrs. Adams will have anocher 
chance to get judgment against the road. 

About two years ago Nora Kate .Adams 
and George W. Adams, Mrs. Adams’s 
little children, were returning from Ma- 
rietta street school to their home on Man- 
gum street. On their way they started 
across the Southern railway trestle cver 
Rhodes street. When about half-way 
across a loose oil tank car rolled down one 
of the tracks and ran over the two school 
children. Both were trushed to death. 

Mrs. Adams brought suit in the city 
court, but the case was transferred to 
the United States court. The railroad in- 
stituted a demurrer proceeding, claiming 
that the children were trespassing on the 
railroad’s property when they were killed. 
This demurrer was sustained by Judge 
Newman. Judge J. T. Pendleton, attorney 
for Mrs. Adams, appealed the case to the 
United States circuit court, where it has 
been pending for some time. News was 
received yesterday that the circuit court 
had reversed the decision of Judge New- 
man. 


JUDGE CANDLER HAS BUSY DAY. 


Crowded Docket Gives the Lawyers and 
Jurors a Lot of Work To Da 


Judge Candler's criminal court brought 
many offenders to justice yesterday; and 
before the session adjourned for the day 
many cases which crowded the docket 
early in the morning had been disposed of. 

Solicitor Hill announced to the court 
early in the morning that the rcrand jury 
was in session. and if he could be spared 
from the criminal court he could be of 
great assistance to the grand jurors. 

Attorney Edgar Latham was appointed 
by Judge Candler to represent the state in 
the absence of Solicitor Hill. A singular 
occurrence was that Attorney Latham 
convicted nearly every prisoner that came 
before him while he was the prosecuting 
officer of the court, and later in the day, 
when Solicitor Hill resumed his duties, 
Attorney Latham was appointed by the 
court to represent some prisoners who had 
no counsel, and in each case he succeeded 
in securing an acquittal. 

Ed Mason, who was charged with receiv- 
ing stolen goods, was acquitted because 
the evidence against him was not sufficient 
to convict. 

George Brown was charged with highway 
robbery, and he was convicted and gsen- 
tenced to serve a term of five years in the 
penitentiary. 

Tom Pitts, charged with burglary, was 
recommended to the mercy of the court, 
and his case was treated by the jury as 
a misdemeanor. He was sentenced to only 
one year in the penitentiary. 

James Rhoderick was acquitted on the 
charge of horsestealing. 

There were many unimportant cases, and 
the entire day was consumed in the hear- 
ing of evidence and the arguments of coun- 
sel.

CHEIF MANLY TAKES A HAND 


Stock Cannot Be Driven Loose in the 
Residence Streets—Recorder Cites 
y the Law. _ 


A case of fast driving 
through the streets was 
the recorder yesterday 


which had a sequel, still mote luiteresting, 
in the shape of an order fgsued by the 
chief of police. 

J. G. Wilson, a white stock drover, and 
Will Scofield, Joe Perkins and Oscar Han- 
cock, three negro drivers, were the parties 


on trial. 

The main witness against the defendants 
was C. I. Branan, who testified that he 
was on Broad street near Alabama Mon- 
day evening at 6 o’clock when he saw a 
drove of mules dashing through the streets 
at a very rapid speed. He was talking at 
the time to J. T. Jones, who was seated 
in a buggy. The drove of mules caused a 
horse to run away and the runaway struck 
Mr. Jones’s vehicle, throwing him out and 
breaking his buggy and@ injuring him. He 
stopped Mr. Jones’s horse, but the run- 
away dashed up the street, and away went 
mules, drivers, runaway and all. Mr. 
Branan’s account of the exciting scene was 
very vivid. 

Mr. Jones was present, a little the worse 
for the accident, and corroborated Mr. 
Branan’s testimony. 

Mr. Wilson stated that he ordered the 
negroes to drive the .mules through the 
streets and he did not believe he had vio- 
lated any law. 

The recorder caught up his new city 
code and began a long search for the “law 
in the case.’’ Finally he made this an- 
nouncement: 

“There are three or four ordinances cov- 
ering the driving of loose stock through 
the streets of Atlanta. Under the ordi- 
nances loose mules can be driven through 
the business center of the city except be- 
tween the hours of 8 and a. m. and 2 
and 3p. m. And there is an ordinance, 403 
of the new part of the code, which gays 
expressly that at no time of the day or 
night shall loose stock be driven through 
the residence streets. In this particular 
case 1 cannot see wherein these men have 
violated the law. If the city_permits the 
driving of loose stock through the streets 
I cannot impose fines even if serious dam- 
age occurs. The drivers go as slow, I 
suppose, as they can, but it is not always 
possible for them to go slow, for the mule 
has a way of becoming unruly. Why, if a 
mule should, under such circumstances, kill 
a person I could not impose a fine for it. 
The city permits it and I am only here to 
enforce the wishes of the city. I will dlis- 
miss all of the cases.’’ 

Mr. Jones wanted to know ff he had 
any redress. The recorder quickly replied: 

“Oh, yes: you can sue, and I haven't a 
doubt but what you could recover dam- 
ages. If these drovers will go through the 
streets they must take the consequences 
in a civil suit, for they assume the risk 
when they do so.” 

After the trial of the cases the atten- 
tion of the chief of police was called to the 
fact that the recorder had announced 
from the bench that under the city ordi- 
nances no loose mules could Be driven on 
the residence streets at any hour, and the 
chief was further informed that mules 
were frequently driven on numerous thor- 
oughfares in the residence portions of the 
city. 

Chief Manly immediately issued an order, 
and it was read to the evening watch, in- 
structing thy patrolmen to arrest all per- 
sons who drive loose stock through any 
of the residence streets in the future.
